This communication is in response to amendment filed 12/27/07. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendments include:

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art fails to teach or suggest the limitation of independent claims. The Applicant has claims 
an automated method and system for managing risk associated with a plurality of financial 
positions. 

Independent claims 50 and 54 disclose an automated method for managing risk including 
receiving the financial positions and automatically hedging the position. 

Independent claim 63 discloses a system for an automated method for managing risk 
including receiving the financial positions and automatically hedging the position. 

Independent claim 67 discloses an automated method for managing risk including 
receiving the financial positions and automatically hedging the position from communication 
with a plurality of trader books. 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the allowed 
claim(s): 

Best (NPL "implementing Value at Risk") teaches in general about banking and 
managing risk and return. The book develops a framework for risk management based on 
"Value at Risk" and stress testing. Calculating "Value at Risk" includes measurement of 
volatility and correlations (see page 57). The importance of reduced volatility of earning is 
described. 

Turbeville et al. (2001/0027437) teaches a method for managing credit risk coverage of 
contract performance. A credit risk coverage limit is defined for each of the pools. Calculations 
are preformed to determined whether the credit risk coverage are within the maximum credit risk 
coverage for a party. 
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Claims 50, 52-54, 56-59, 61-63, 65-67, 69-72, 74-75 and 76-79 are allowed because Best 
and Turbeville references as discussed above as the Closest Prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest a method or system of automatically managing risk of the plurality of financial 
positions by automatically hedging at substantially the same time the financial position was 
entered, removing a risk factor.
